Laziness is to be abhorred; little work makes lite 
tle minds. Lethargy is the by-product of modern educa= 
tion. A clearer conception of the scope and purpose of 
the educational systen by the scholar (so called), 
would spur him to greater achievements. Snap judgment 
and oneesidedness are not to be cultivated by those 
professing to have this conceptione We must view this 
problem through the pupil's eyes. What, when every= 
thing is taken into account, is the mental advantage in 
knowing that Sir Henry Fielding wrote"Pamela"? Is not 
the pupil justified in balking at studying some of the 
"creat" literature? Admittedly education increases a 
man's intelligence, temporarily at least, but where is 
the man who can pose as a great enough judge of litera» 
ture and its relation to education, and honestly says 
that to make a better citizen one must know that Oliver 
Goldsmith wrote "The Vicar of Wakefield"? Obviously 
our educational system may become so discouraging to 
the pupil that he loses interest in education, So much 
for the inconsistencies of our systeme 


What is mental laziness? It isn't a state of mind 
into which the pupil gradually falls because of circume= 
stances over which he has no controle Examine that 
students who are just passing in school and you will 
find that this class is made up, to a great extent, of 
the so called mentally lazy, The others may be dismisse 
ed as simply ignorant of their work or lacking in ae 
bility. But the mentally lazy student is a too common 
occurrence in our schools. To hear teachers, vrofes» 
sors, and instructors talk we would believe that it was 
the pupil's fault, just as physical laziness in the WRA. 
worker is the wrker's fault, because of his lack of 
conception of his duties and responsibilities. But 
this is not the case, These pupils are all just abovey 
or far above the normal student intheir I.Q. From the 
first grade through the eighth they grasped their work 
with no effort, simply at sight, while the rest of the 
pupils labored to get their lessons. Then came high 
school. The pupils who labored in the grades were all 
set. They sat dow and studied and eventually got 
their lessons, But the others who had never learned to 
study, not through any fault of their own, but because 
the educational system had made no provision for themy 
were now helplessly at sea, No longer could they get 
such subjects as Latin, French, Algebra, Solid Geometry 
and Senior English at sight, They did not know how to 
study, and the habits of eight years cannot be overe 
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thrown easily. -Hence we now have this class of mental- 
ly lazy, the butt of teachers! criticisms, who are what 
they are because of this system. As one who knows, I 
say, "We want justice and proper recognition§
